For International Friendship 


I asked casually what had become of 
the Dublin branch of “ A.P.A.,” or, to 
give it its full title, the All Peoples’ 
Association, which used to flourish here 
This association was founded by Sir 
Evelyn Wrench, with headquarters in 
London, and branches in many capitals. 

I learn .hat it broke up some few 
years ago. The Dublin branch, however, 
transformed itself into a new organisation, 
which, under the name of the Irish League 
for International Friendship—An Cumann 
le Cairdeas Idirnaisiunta to you !—carries 
on the ideas and ideals of the defunct 
“ A.P.A.” Its president is my old friend, 
Dr. Walter Starkie, and Miss M. Powell, 
of ó Tower avenue, Rathgar, is secretary.

The Bars of Warsaw 


It may surprise some people hear 
that bar life is ** hectic uir éi the 
report—in Warsaw. Bat nations’ charac- 
ters are not all alike, and Slavs are vastly 
different from either Latins or Teutons ; 
every one of these three races behaves in 
a markedly different way under the stress 
of misfortune. 

The Latin will go about with flaming 
eyes, gesticulates a lot, and talk about 
his wrongs with passionate bitterness. 
Afterwards he will set out and do some- 
thing practical for its achievement. 

The Teuton will be quiet and sullen. 


. His hatred, if. colder and more restrained . 


in outward expression than that of the 
Latin, will be none the less relentless and 
deadly. He will brood about the great 
deeds of his ancestors. 

The Slav is more fatalistic. It is true 
that he is not beaten easily. He fights 
to avoid defeat, and does so with high 
enthusiasm. But he is a man of over- 
whelming emotions, and in some ways 
lacks the iron purposefalness of either 
Teuton or Latin. Instead of advancing 
by continuous, steady steps, he does so 
more by sudden, jerky efforts, with relaxa- 
tion in between. i 

Defeat brings utter despair to the Slav 
temperament. He may, and generally 
does, recover after a while. But the first 
result of staggering blows, especially if 
they have come in spite of gallant efforts, 
is a feeling of hopeless doom. —

OLD DUBLIN SOCIETY 


VISIT TO DUBLIN CASTLE 


Last Saturday the Old Dublin Society, 
with the permission os the Commissioners of 
Public Works, visited Dublin Castle under 
the guidance of two of its members, Mr, C. 
P. Curran and Captain J. L. Hughes, with 
the official housekeeper, Mrs. Smie. Mr. 
Curran spoke on the interior decorative side 
and Captain Hughes on the historic side. 
Each being an expert in his particular etudy, 
the visit was an outstanding one even for 
the Old Dublin Society. 

Captain Hughes stated in a paper on 
Dublin Castle read in October last that the 
walls of the Castle were completed in 1220, 
and that eight or nine years later the great 
towers, with the exception of the Berming- 
ham Tower (1321), wer: completed, some 
ninety years earlier than hai been generally 
supposed. ” 

e visit contluded with a short Handel 
recital in the Ba Royal, at which Mrs. 
A. M. Fraser, L.L.C.M., played Handel's 
“Largo” at the organ and Mr. W. F. Watt 
sang ‘‘ Comfort Ye,” from “ The Messiah. 
This inclusion of a musical setting to a visit, 
while not unusual on the Continent, 18, per- 
haps, the first of its kind in this country, 
and it is of interest, inasmuch as within a 
few hundred yards away, nearly 200 years 
ago, “The Messiah’ was first publicly per- 
formed at the Music Hall, Fishamble street. 
It was announced in “' Faulkiner’s Journal 
of March 27th, 1743, that the proceeds of 
that concert should be given to charity ' for 
the relief of the prisoners for debt the 
several jails and for the support of Mercer's 
Hospital in heus street and for the 
Charitable Infirmary on the Inn's quay. 
There were 700 persons present—a large num- 
ber considering the accommodation available 
—and the sum collected for charity amounted 
to £400. In 1780 th- first Irish fottery was 
drawn in the Music Hall. It afterwards 
developed into a low-class music hall, an

We make lists of centenaries whenever 
a new year dawns, but it seems more inte- 
resting to me to recall the events that are 
marked by decades in our own lifetime. 
In 1940 let us recall 1910. 

It is, in truth, a world that seems 
fabulous, but that we saw and touched it, 
that world of thirty years ago. The’ 
Union of South Africa was established in 
May, 1910—no longer ago! On the. same 
day, Elizabeth Blackwell, the first woman 
doctor, died. In August and September, 
the deaths of Florence Nightingale and 
Holman Hunt broke links with Victorian 
times. Tolstoi and Mrs. Eddy died in the 
same year. 

Was not that year a rolling up and 
sealing of the old world? : 

Mark the startling difference when 1920 
dawned! Peace with Germany was 
ratified on January 10, and a week later 
the United States “went dry.” The 
Council of the League of Nations met—in 
England—and the Independent Labour 
Party at Glasgow decided to join the 
Moscow Third International. 

In May the Poles took Kiev, the capital 
of what then was. the independent 
Republic of Ukraine. Thus, twenty years 
ago, Poland was a Power. :

In June, Dame Melba broadcast to 
Europe—the first prima donna to be heard 
over the ether. 

In November many buildings in Liver- 
pool were fired by Irish hands. At the 
end of that- month sugar rationing was 
abolished: rather, I should say, suspended 
for 20 years! 

Austria was admitted to the League of 
Nations. 

When another ten years had passed the 
notabilities of the eventful period ended 
were passing away. Clemenceau had died 
a few weeks before 1930 dawned, but now 
fell in swift succession Lord Balfour, Dr.

The practical limit of the aeroplane’s speed 
seemed to be about 600 m.p.h., said Mr. C. L. 
Keegan in an address on ' The Modern Aero- 
ne,” at a pean meeting of the Dublin 

n 


niversity eering Society in the 
Engineering School, Trinity llege, on 
Friday last, 


Mr. Keegan began his address with a brief 
allusion to the history of flight. Having 
touched on the mechanics of fying» he re- 
viewed the progress in design in the period 
since the war of 1914-1918. The biplane type 
had been improved in external design until 
comparatively recently, when it was replaced 
by the monoplane. At present the - omin- 
ant type was the low-wing monoplane with 
retractable under-carriage, and the modern 
tendency was to increase wing-loading for a 
given engine-power. 

Mr. Keegan described some refinements in 
design, such as variable-pitch airscrews, win 
slots and flaps, which improve the qualities 
the aircraft for taking off and landmg, and 
the use of fillets at, the junction of wing and 
fuselage to maintain streamline airflow. Th 
methods’ of varying the airscrew pitch were 
explamed and illustrated. Retractable under- 

iages, he said, were usually operated by 
hydraulic and electrical means, with manual 
control as a stand-by, In military aircraft it 
was often convenient, to operate under- 
carriage, bomb-traps, . flaps and. turrets by 
hydraulic machinery. i 
In . conclugion,. Mr, Keegan, . explained 
reasons Íor-thé belief that aircraft can never 
exceed the speed of sound, which is in the 
region of 750 m.p.h., and, taking into account 
the limitations of the airscrew. and other 
factors, the practical limit seemed, he said, 
to be about ay .

The Canadian Election 


The Dominion of Canada faces a 
general election on March 26th. Here in 
Ireland, where polling for a general 
election often has taken ‘place in three 


announcement, the Canadian interval of 
two clear months may make us wonder 
why Mr. Mackenzie King, the Premier, 


of a “snap ” election. We must remem- 
are large, that communities are scattered, 
and that an election campaign demands a 
great deal of travel Two months, in fact, 
are probably all too little time for the 
candidate who hopes to make up leeway, 
or for the elector who hopes.to put 
thought into his voting. Nobody seems 
to be clear about the reasons for this 
general election, or about the real issues 
at stake. The House of Commons at 
Ottawa was taken completely by surprise 
last Thursday when the Governor-General, 
Lord Tweedsmuir, announced it in the 
course of his Speech from the Throne, and 
the Government was compelled to face a 
storm of criticism and abuse from the 
Opposition both there and in the Senate. 
Mr. Mackenzie King’s excuse was, on the 
surface, straightforward enough. He said 
that the Government had intended to 
remain in office until after the passage of 
the Budget in another few ‘months. 
Recently, however, the Ontario Legislature 
had passed a vote of censure upon the 
Government, arguing that it was not 
making sufficiently strenuous efforts to 
co-operate with Great Britain in the 
European war. In the circumstances, the 
Government desired a new ‘‘ mandate ”’ 
for its policy. Clearly, it could not give 
its wholehearted attention to the demands 
of the war if it should. have to face an 
organised campaign of criticism through- 
out the important Province of Ontario, 
if not elsewhere, and a general election 
at the earliest possible date was manifestly 
the only solution. 3 

This explanation does not appear fo 
have satisfied the Conservatives, whose 
demeanour last Thursday implied that 
they were terrified of a “ snap ” election. 
Yet the political prophets profess to believe 
that the Conservative prospects will be 
fairer in March, while enthusiasm for the 
war is at fever ;heat, than they would 
be at a later date. The general fee 
in Canada favours all possible co-o on 
with Great Britain and France. Already 
useful work has been done; Canadian 
troops have crossed the Atlantic, and a 
‘second division is in training; but the 
Conservatives feel than even more could be 
done, and it appears that the bulk of the 
people agrees with them. Mr. Mackenzie 
King is in a weak position. . Not only is 


‘| he. suffering from the Conservative: 
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have suffered severely in recent years, and 
the Government, in their view, has done 
nothing to help them. If sufficient induce 
ments can be offered to these Provinces, 
they may serve to swing the balance 
against the present Government. In. 
all the . circumstancés, thoughtful 
Canadians may be forgiven a measure 
of anxiety about the result of the 
forthcoming election. If it should happen 
‘that neither of the two major parties 
obtains a really convincing majority in 
Parliament, Canada will be in the worst 
possible position to confront the strenuous 
days that lie ahead of her. A weak Govern- 
ment, handicapped with internal feuds 
and burdened with the resentment of the 
prairie Provinces, could not hope to 
tackle the problems of war with such 
resolution as they demand. The solution 


lin Canada, as elsewhere, may prove to be 


a National Government. The Conservatives, 
under Dr. Manion’s leadership, have been 
pressing for this evident solution; and it 
is thought possible that the election may 
have been devised by Mr. King asa 
graceful means to meet the Conservatives 
half-way without any loss of Liberal face. 
Whether he wishes it or not, some form 
of coalition may be forced on him if Mr. 
Hepburn should carry his feud to the 
extent of an alliance with the Conserva- 
tives. General elections cannot be held 
every six months or so, even in the most 
democratic States, in time of war. 


When the War is Over 


When Great Britain and France declared 
war on the German Reich on September 1st 
only one thing became quite certain. 
Discerning men of all nations realised 
that Europe—indeed, the world—had come 
to the end of another stage in the develop- 
ment of its civilisation. However this war 


may 6nd, things never can be quite the 
‘same again. They may be worse than they 


were previously; conceivably they. even 
may be better; but assuredly they will be 
different. The strain on the economic and 
financial fabric of European civilisation 
at the moment is terrific. Great Britain 
alone is spending some six million pounds 
every day on the prosecution of the war, 
and the great mass of this expenditure is 
wholly ‘unproductive. France also «is 
digging deeply into her savings, while 
Germany already has revolutionised her 
whole system of public finance, and already 
has ceased to be numbered among the so- 
called ‘capitalist’? countries, Nobody 
can have any idea of the probable duration 
of this war. Those who reckon on an early 
collapse inside Germany are merely foolish; 
they do not know the spirit of the German 
people, who during the last war wére 
virtually starving for two years before 
anybody even thought of defeat. This 
time not only Germany, but all the other 
nations of Europe, are organised far more 
thoroughly than they were organised in 
1914. The chances are that the war will 
last for a long time, and that before it 
is over all the belligerents will have 
exhausted their resources. The smaller 
Powers that depend so largely on their 
bigger neighbours will be in an. almost 
equally difficult plight. No man tell 
how the new world will fashion itself, or 
whether anything of value will be saved 
from the general wreck; but it is fairly 
safe to assume that a completely new system 
of society will emerge, and that all our pre- 
conceived ideas of values will disappear. 
Already various attempts are being made 
to anticipate what is likely to happen if, 
and when, peace comes to mankind again. 
The late Aristide Briand’s plan for 4 
United States of Europe is being canvassed 
eagerly in many quarters. Men and 
women, even in the neutral countries, are 
trying to think constructively, and it is.

It must be remembered that the modern 
man. is comparatively defenceless against 
frothy frontal attacks. In the old days 
when the soup-strainer moustache was in 
its heyday he had a fine defensive 
weapon, and even moustachios of a milder 
description were useful if one knew the 
correct angle at which to dip them, but 
the clean-shaven drinker is at a distinct 
disadyantage. A man of gentlemanly 
instincts, confronted by a foaming tankard 
while in polite society, and being unable 
to get rid of the foam by the traditional 
blowing method, always waits until the 


froth has eee before tackling the 
measure. If these meddlesome scientists 


insist upon making froth last longer than 
is decent, it must be obvious that the 
general effect upon the community is 
bound to be demoralising. For this 
reason we trust that the day is far 
distant when the time-honoured thirst- 
quencher of the honest working man will 
look like the second cousin of a chocolate 
sundae.

It was so 
elaborate that it must have taken long to 
prepare, but it was only announced to the 

orld on the very eve of the invdsion of 
Poland, and when German troops were 
already on the march. 

That it was broadcast before the Warsaw 
Government had had the chance of con- 
sidering it at all showed conclusively that 
the whole thing was 4 propagandist

“STOPPED BY GUNFIRE 


““At about 11 o'clock on Monday morn- 
ing last,” said Mr. Murray: “Í was at 
my post in the radio room when the sound 
of gunfire brought mé on deck. I saw a 
submarine about 34 miles on our starboard 
bow. He had fired one shot across us to 
stop us. We hove to, and he fired a second 
shot across us. I could not send out an 
S.O.S., for, according to the law, a neutral 
ship may not announce the position of a 
belligerent ship. I called out to the chief 
officer: “ Better lower the boats,’’ so we 
lowered two lifeboats. One of these was a 
motor boat and brand new, and I got into 
that withthe captain and eleven others of 
the crew. The rest of the crew got into 
the other boat, which was taken in tow by 
-wa Sry" ! : 

“We went alongside the submarine, the 
commander of which told our captain to 
come aboard with his papers, which he 
did. The weathér was not too bad, but 
there was a heavy sea running, and it was 
tricky work manceuvring alongside the 


smashed on her sides. The commander a 
second in command of the submarine were 
very nice chaps, about 28 years old, and 
both spoke English, The second in com- 
mand came down from the conning-tower 
and asked us where we were bound for and 
what was our course. We told him we 
were bound for Rotterdam and Antwerp. 
He told us they would have to sink the 
ship, as we shouid take the cargo to Ger- 
many instead of England., We told him 
we were neutral but in I of our pro- 
tests he told us we would be sunk.

we were 240 miles west of the Scillies. 
The FINE; as I have mentioned, was not 
too bad, but there was no trusting 1t at 
this time of the year. We pulled off 
-half a mile from the submarine and 
watched it fire a torpedo into our ship.

“ As we pulled away we saw a steamer 
in the distance, five or six miles away, 
which must have seen the explosion, but 
it did not stop for us. We had the 
Norwegian flag flying, and Norwegian 
colours painted on the sides and the 
hatches, with a light shining on them by 
night. All day on Monday the weather 
was.fairly good, and. the engine of the 
motor-boat was running nicely. We kept 
running all that day and all night. On 
Tuesday morning we had to heave-to on 
account of a strong southerly gale, and we 
shoved out sea anchors and ode the gale.

There we lay huddled under the covers in 
the -bitter cold, with every man of us 
frozen almost stiff, with the water slop- 
ping over us, and so we lasted out the 


night. 
LAND AT LAST 


At dawn we found that we had drifted 
inside the Fastnet off our course, so we 
pulled back again and finally rowed our- 
selves into Goleen. A man on the main- 
land, whom I now know to be Mr. 
Hegarty, one of the Fastnet keepers, kept 
semaphoring us as soon as he saw us.in 
the sea and promised us assistance in 
landing in Goleen, but we made dry land 
without assistance about 10 o’clock on 
Friday morning. We had dropped the 
sail, and in the excitement to land eve 
man grabbed an oar, but in all it too 
us over eight hours to pull in. When 
we got out of the boat that had carried 
us back to life we could scarcely walk so 
stiff were we from one cramped in the 
boat and frozen from the exposure.

It will also be noted by 
historians in the future that the British 
nation, even when fighting for its life, did 
not deny its compassion to the aged poor, 
and that an Old-Age Pension Act has not 
been excluded even in these hard times.
